We have received no newspapers, aud we find, on inquiry, 
that very many of the large mercantile houses are in the same 
case. 

The North China Herald states the news from Japan to be 
of no importance, the only point of any interest being a rumour 
of the projected opening of the port of Hiogo, The prospect, 
however, appears very doubtful, and excites no great en- 
thusiasm at Yokohama. The settlements of silk during the 
fortnight are estimated at 550 bales ; prices fully as high as at 
the date of last advices. In cotton a very small business 
only has been done. 

The China Mail also corroborates the statement that the 
feeling among the merchants in Japan is opposed to new porta, 
observing—“ It has long been admitted that the multipli- 
cation of ports of trade, in China or Japan, is not necessarily; 
an advantege, for it happens that large houses do not find 
business sufficiently paying or sufficiently promising to en- 
courage. the maintenance of branches in many of the newly’ 
opqned ports,” 

NAGASAKI, 

‘The first Roman Catholic church ever opened in this port 
was consecrated on the 19th February. The men-of-war in 
harbour furnished a guard of honour on the occasion, and the 
Russian band was also in attendance. The Russians have 
started a new band, which is described as far superior to that 
they formerly possessed. The bund is once a week enlivened 
by the strains of martial music proceeding from the new instru- 
ments, and the foreign community evidently appreciate very 
highly the gratification thus afforded them. 

HAKODADI,

‘TIEN-TSIN, 

A correspondent writes, under date 27th January :—A 
custom exists in China that, on every New Year’s-day, one 
thousand of the descendants of Ginghis Khan should pay 
their respects to the Emperor, and by our last advices we 
understand that many Mongols were in Peking for that pur 
pose. As, however, the Europeans are forbidden to enter 
Peking for trading purposes, this circumstance is of little 
service to the mercantile community, And even if this re- 
striction were removed, the benefit derivable is very dubious ; 
for 80 poor are tho Mongol chiefs, that they cannot trade with- 
out an advance being previously made, and their security is 
of an exceedingly doubtful description. An uncle of the Em- 
peror has recently paid the debt of nature, and Prince Kung 
was despatched to perform the necessary rites ; but his mother 
demanding the Emperor’s presence in propria persona, a man- 
darin was sent to prepare the way before him. Now, in the 
Proposed route was a Freuch Roman Catholic chapel, sur- 
mounted by a cross. This cross was objected to by the man- 
darin, who asked the priest to have it removed before the 
arrival of the Emperor. Bat on application for advice being 
made to the French Minister he ordered it to be left alone, 
adding that the Chinese might remove it if they thought fit. 
On the arrival, therefore, of the Emperor the obnoxious cross 
was in full glory, and, what is more, the pricst, with his un- 
sanctified eyes, obtained a glimpse of the Celestial Monarch, 
whom he described as a “nice-looking little fellow.” Dr. 
Martin has held at his house a most interesting mecting on 
the unity of the hutaan race as deduced from language. A 
great many Chinese were present, some of whom read papers 
on the subject. ; 

At Tien-tsin business is remarkably dull, in fact, there is, no 
business at all, not even sufficient to merit the charge of being 
dull. The Customs returns, however, for 1864 show an in- 
crease in the principal articles of import sinco 1863. This, 
however, may be accounted for by the fact that forciguers have 
had a large atock remaining over from 1862. Tho Chinese 
have of late gone in large numbers to Shanghai to make their 
purchases, which they bring up in steamers and pass through 
the foreign Customs, whereas they formerly brought them in 
junks, A report is current at Tien-tsin that a foreigner (name 
‘and country unknown) has killed two Chinese; but it is, of 
course, impossible to speak with any degree of certainty on a 
subject so likely to be coined merely to produce excitement, 

In a later letter, dated the 10th of February, the name of 
tho perpetrator of this deed is stated to be Mr. Blackwood, 
The Chinese broke into his room by night, and were imme- 
diately shot by him. Mr. Blackwood was to bo tried before 
the Consul at Newchwang. 

A budget of Customs returns, sent to us too late for publi- 
cation in this number, will be given in our next. 

Mr, Sandrie, a French merchant of this place, bas gone 
overland to Chinkiang, in Yangtze, and will report on that 
route ; even if a little longer by land than to Chefoo, it will 
have the advastage from that to Shanghai, as a steamer is 
obtainable every two or three days, when from Chefoo, in 
winter, there is no dependence to be placed on the commu- 


nication between the places.

presence in Shanghai of an old Taiping chief named T’ang, 
formerly known as the Five-thousand year-King. The [precise 
danger to be apprehended from his presence «does not clearly 
appear, The most definite statement that can be extracted is, 
that he is going round the opium shops and houses of enter- 
tainment, secking to excite discontent which on a convenient 
opportunity may be fanned into a flame. If a little of the 
energy which is being exhausted in his pursuit were directed 
towards preventing the shipment of arms and foreign recruits 
to the Foh-kien rebels, the result would probably be more 
useful. 

Business has been next to nothing, owing to the discourag- 
ing accounts from home and the constaut rains. The roads in 
many placesfabout the British Scttlemeut have been covered 
ankle deep with mud; while great strides have been made in 
grading and draining the streets, much remains to be done to 
make them convenient thoroughfares for pedestrians, The 
bund in the American settlement, alorg the Hwangpu river, 
necds to be raised in some places, covered with broken brick 
and shingle, and then it will become passable. The steamer 
Feima, originally built for the Canton river trade at Whampoa, 
has been sold for 9,400 taels. 

It is stated that the Church-building Committce intend to 
refer the plans and estimates again to England before building. 
A census of the Foreign Settlement is about to be taken. 

Piratical craft again swarm, Captain Pike, of the Chinese 
steamer Plu‘o, sighted five piratical junks on the 23rd Feb., 
near Little Chusan Island, and drove them on shore there. ‘Lhe 
steamer sent boat's crews in pursuit of the pirates who landed. 
Twenty-three prisoners were taken, twelve or fifteen were killed, 
as they showed fizht. ‘Iwo men from the steamer were 
slightly wounded, ‘Three of the junks driven on shore were 
saved, and the others burnt. ‘They were well armed—the sul- 
phureous vessels for suffocating, being among their weapons, 

Murder and piracy have also been perpetrated on board a 
boat from Hankow bound to Ningpo, called the Fox, owned 
and commanded by an American named Beaver. The affair 
has only recently come to light, although it occurred two 
months ago; and the head boatman has confessed at the 
American Consulate at Ningpo that the foreigner was murdered, 
and the goods, valued at 1,800 taels, landed at Chinhai. 

On the new Court at Shanghai we find the following in the 
Recorder :— 

“The gentleman, whom report says has been nominated to 
this post, is Sir Edward Hornby, one who from his experience 
as Chief Justice in the Supreme Consular Court in the Levant, 
is in every way qualified to be the pioncer of a similar system 
in China. We understand that Shanghai will be his head- 
quarters, and that he will hear appeals from all the Consular 
Courts in China and Japan; we feel convinced that he will 
gain far more experienco in judicial work during his residence 
in China than he can have hitherto met with at Constanti- 
nople. Indeed, the business there must have been of a very 
trifling nature for the Government to have decided on the step 
of withdrawing the chief judicial authority. All British sub- 
jects will now be anxiously looking for the new ‘order in coun- 
which this change will render necessary, and it is to be 
hoped that more competent legal advice may be taken in its 
framing than was apparently made use of when that famous 
budget of bungles and inconsistencies, yclept the Queen’s order | 
in council of 13th of June, 1853, was cast adrift by the chief 
superinteudent of British trade at Hong Kong, to be the bugbear 
of British subjects and a standing cause of irritation and aunoy- 
ance to British Consuls in China, 

“ What arrangement will be mado to provide the judgo with

From the Yorth China Herald we take the following items 
concerning the rebellion :— 

A rumour gained ground at Hangchow a few days ago, 
amongst the Chinese, that this city had been taken by the 
rebels, and that the Imperialist garrison had joined them. The 
officials, however, have received no confirmatory intelligence, 
and disbelieve the report. It is acknowledged, however, that 
there have been disturbances amongst the soldiery, and that 
the gates of the city are kept shut, except for short period 
in the morning and evening, to permit the ingress and egress 
of the country people. , 

We learn that a visit has been paid by H.M. Consul and a 
few naval officers to the rebel chief at Chang-chow. They were 
received very courteously, and assured that neither Amoy nor 
any of the treaty ports would be assailed. There is, however, 
a fixed determination to conquer the interior of the Fukien 
province, and in attaining this object the rebels will not, we 
should imagine, bave to dread any foreign interference, 
Rumours were afloat in Amoy to the effect that Cheohbey, a 
place of considerable importance on the river, about twenty miles 
from the sea, had fallen, but there is no doubt that the rebels 
are at least investing it closely, and will obtain possession of it. 
By capturing this place they hope to establish a trade with 
foreigners, but for some months even the small business now 
done at Amoy will be rendered still less satisfactory by the pre- 
sence of an invading body in the neighbourhond of the port. 
Tong-san, a fine seaport about sixty miles south of Amoy, will 
be attacked in a few weeks, and the chief announces that if he 
be successful in his attempt, he will immediately throw it open 
to foreign trade. When the Consul was leaving, an official was 
sent with him to call on the senior naval officer at Amoy, and. 
confer with him as to the likelihood of securing foreign assis- 
tance or foreign neutrality. Trade is, of course, excessively 
dull, The natives are unwilling to enter the interior so long as 
there appears to be a chance of danger, and market quotations 
are consequently unchanged from last advices, 

HLM. ships Swallow and Dove have lately executed a much 
needed survey of the harbour at Swatow. Masters of vessels 
have hitherto complained greatly of the want of a proper chart 
of that port, and will learn with satisfaction that, in the course 
of a few mouths, that prepared under the superintendence of 
Commander Wilds will probably have been lithographed and 
sent out from England. 

HONG KONG. 

The P. and O. Mail of 26th January arrived out on the 11th 
March; the French Mail of 17th having arrived on the 1st. The 
dates are now down to the 15th. 

Sir Hercules Robinson resigned the position of Governor into 
the hands of the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Mercer, pending a set- 
tlement of the permanent appointment, and proceeded to Ceylon 
by the present mail. 

The fcllowing account of entertainments is from the Evening 
Mail of 14th March :— 

The departure of Sir Hercules Robinson for Ceylon, where 
he proceeds to administer the government, has been marked 
by two complimentary entertainments—one, @ dinuer, given by 
the members of the Civil Service, the other, a ball, given in the 
Theatre Royal by the community. 

The Civil Service Dinner was held in the Club on Saturday 
(March 1]th). It was given by the heads of departments in 
the Colonial Government. Many distinguished gucsts were 
present—naval, military, and mercantile. Want of time on tho 
eve of the departure of the mail prevents our publishing a 
detailed report of the proceedings. 

The ball camo off last evening (March 13th), and was at- 
tended by between two and three hundred perzons. It was. 
acknowledged to be the best entertainment of its kind that had 
ever been given in Hong Kong. The arrangements were most 
tasteful, and reflect the highest credit upon the Committee. 
The refreshment rooms and supper-room were most commosious, 
and the whole affair gave general satisfaction. ILR.H. the 
Prince Royal of Belgium (Duc de Brabant), who is at 
preseut trave'ling in the Kast, was among the guests at the 
ball. His Royal Highness is the eldest son of Leopold I, 
King of the Belgians, who married (in 1832) the cldest 
daughter of Louis Philippe, King of the French. He is 
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the Prince Leopold who married (in 1816) the Princess | Mr, Sutherland moved that the protest be gone over clause 


Charlotte of Wales. The late Duchess of Kent having been 
sister to Leopold, the Duke of Brabant is first cousin to Queen 
Victoria, He bears a striking resemblance to his ancestor 
Louis Philippe. 

After supper the usual loyal toasts were given by the Chair- 
man, Mr. Pollard, who also gave the toast of the evening, “Sir 
Hergules and Lady Robinson.” His Excellency replied very 
cordially on behalf of himself and Lady Robinson, thanking the 
large assemblage present for the compliment that had been 
paid to him. The toast was recoived with loud applause. 
Dancing was resumed after supper, and kept up with enthusiasm 
until a late hour. 

A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 4th; 
present: His Excellency the Governor, the Colonial Secretary, 
the Attorney-General, Judge Ball, the Auditor General, and the 
Honourables Messrs. Chomley and Sutherland. 

The minutes of last meeting having been read and confirmed, 

+ his Excellency said that he had to lay before the Council sup- 
plementary estimates for expenditure in excess of the amount 
already voted. Those estimates would be printed and in the 
hands of members ina day or two; but his Excellency said the 
total revenue for the year had been $637,848, of which 
$620,391 had been voted bythe estimates. The actual expendi- 
ture was $763,307, and tho oxcess had been caused chiefly by the 
outlay on the mint, and the sums paid in compensation to 
Chinese proprietors at British Kowloong being over what had 
been estimated and voted. The position of the colony for the 
year was better than had been expected, the excess of revenue 
over that of the previous year having been estimated at 
$185,000, while it really proved to be $298,190, while the 
expenditure proved to be under what was estimated. The 
sum wanted at preseut was $250,000, but of that only 
$140,000 belonged to this year’s charges. 

The Council then went into committee on the Limited 
Liability Ordinance, which was, after a last revision, about to be 
read a third time when a note from Mr. Whittall was re- 
ceived by the Governor. Mr, Whittall had called upon 
Lis Excellency to deliver the protest against the third 
reading of the Ordinance. He was unawareof there being a 
meeting of Council. 

Mr. Whittall gave in his protest, which Was read to 
the Council. Mr, Forth, who also came in late, supported the 
protest. The Attorney-General quoted some opinions of the 
best commercial writers at home, to show that in the views he 
had first expressed he was not alone. He would vote for 
the measuro, as there was a strong feeling in its favour here. 
‘When he first gave his Excellency an opinion, he was not aware 
that the community wished limited liability, 

The protest was then examined in some points. The first 
reason of protest was ‘that the re-enactment of the measure 
after its once being rejected was precluded by the rules of 
Council.” 

The second was “that its course was unnecessarily hurried 
through the Council.” 

The third was to the effect that at the last meeting of Council, 
Mr. Chomley, the Chief Justice, and the Attorney-General had 
reversed the votes of the previous meeting, the two latter, while 
voting for the ordinance, having expressed themselves as being 
opposed to its principles, and of opinion that they would lead 
to ruin and disaster. 

. Mr. Sutherland supported the measure. 

Mr. Whittall complaiued that there was no necessity for its 
enactment. There were no undertakings delayed for want 
of it, 

The Colonial Secretary said that the community were wait- 
ing for it, 

His Excellency the Governor then moved that the Ordinance 
as amended do now pass, its operation to commence on the 
Ast of May next, and to be numbered Ordinanco 1 of 1865. 

The motion was carried. 

With regard to the reception of Mr. Whittall’s protest, 
certain passsages in it were proposed to be expunged as 
“ offensive.” 

‘Mr. Mercer moved that the protest be not received at all, as 
it was uncalled for, and certain parts of it were offensive to 
the Council. 

‘Mr. Forth insisted upon it, that the rejection of the protest 
Was unconstitutioual. ‘The rules allowed of expunging certain 
clauses, but not of rejecting the protest. 

The motion against the protest being received was lost by a 
minority of 2 to 6. 





by clause, which was carried, On the clauses being read sepa- 
rately, the fact of the protest being against the re-enactment of 
the measure (when there was no re-enactment but only a re- 
introduction) seemed to be fatal to the protest; which was, 
after some conversation, withdrawn by Mr. Whittall, who inti- 
mated that he would hand in another protest within seven days, 
The Council then adjourned sine die. 

A sad accident happened on the 8th March, causing the death 
of three men of the 9th Regiment, and the injury of a fourth. 
The soldiers had been engaged excavating the hill-side at 
Scandal Point, near the Cathedral, when, the earth giving way, 
they were buried alive. Two were suffocated before they 
could be reached, a third died in hospital, and the fourth is 
rather seriously hurt. Every endeavour was used for their re- 
covery, but unfortunately with not the least success. 

On the transport of the 2ud Regiment Beloochees to Bombay 
alluded to in our Shanghai summary, the China Mail has the 
following : 

In military matters, two cases which have lately occurred in 
China demand morethan a passing notice. The first is that 
of a Beloochee regiment being sent from Shanghai to Bombay. 
There were 800 men, and the lowest allowance of space at two- 
and-a-half tons per man required a vessel of 2,000 tons, or 
vessels aggregating that amount. Notwithstanding this, the 
men were sent home from Shanghai in two vessels, the Caroline 
Coventry, 888 tons register, and the Shakespeare, 656 tons re- 
gister. The men had served well in China; they had never 
engaged to leave India; and very many of them are likely to 
dio on the passage, even should it be a short one, which it can- 
not well be in this season when themonsoon hasabated. The other 
case is that of the Oasis, of 1,116 tons register, chartered here 
to convey 600 men of the 22nd Bengal Native Light Infantry. 
A medical board examined the vessel and reported that she 
could take no more than 500 men, being rather more than 
the number of Chinese Coolies allowed by the emigration rules, 
and a little below what an African slaver of such tonnage 
might carry. Yet the general commanding in China has 
ignored the medical report and sent on the men to Bombay 
as stated. Should fatalities occur, the medical board 
will be exonerated; but what position has General 
Guy placed himself in? The general is understood to be 
‘a strict red-tape officer, which renders the affair more sur- 
prising. A spirit of mutiny in India would seem to demand 
encouragement rather than repression, if such acts are to be 
sanctioned and approved. We record the case for the future 
guidance of the authorities at the Horse Guards, The facts are 
only too true, and it would be useless to supplement them with 
any comment of ours. Such an irregularity could never have 
occurred in India, and it is disgraceful to all concerned. 
General Guy is of course the man to blame, and that all the 
more so if it be true that he has been guided by one of his 
quartermasters. Our Chinese interests are in bad custody 
while such officers assume at will responsibilities that a Macao 
coolie-broker would shrink from, 

In order to put an end to the trade carried on with the 
rebels at Fohkien in ammunition, the Governor of Hong Kong 
has issued a proclamation prohibiting the export of arms from 
that colony. But itis to Shanghai that the Tzewang is in- 
debted chiefly for the aid with which he has been enabled to 
gain his various successes, and it is extremely unlikely that 
the Hong Kong authorities will be gratified by any very large 
seizures. It is difficult, if not impossible, for the foreign 
authorities to stop these proceedings, or even to ascertain that 
they are in progress; and the Chinese have not sufficient 
force at their disposal to seize the contraband men and ma- 
terial after they are clear of the Yang-tsze. The only pre- 
ventive power lies in the Custom House, the officials of which, 
by inoreased vigilance, may do much to check the present 
thriving trade. It is, moreover, becoming apparent that the local 
troops have by their bad behaviour toa great measure alienated 
the goodwill of the peasantry, who are daily becoming more 
reconciled to the rebels ; and it is evident that if the Tzewang 
carries out the promises of protection made in the proclamation 
which he has lately issued, inviting the country people to re- 
turn, while the local officials, on the other hand, fail to restrain 
their troops from the commission of excesses, the latter will 
certainly find themselves in the midst of a hostile population, 
disposed rather to be governed by the rebels than oppressed 
by the agents of their own authorities. It is rumoured that 
the General commanding the Chekeang forces is not acting with 
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sufficient energy to satisfy the Futai, who has ordered up the 
Fantai to supersede him. 

The Bank robbery case was resumed on the 12th of 
March, and once more remanded. The compradore and the 
two shroffs were admitted to bail; as also were the witnesses 
previously charged with giving falee evidence against the for- 
mer. The Chinese female, who has been sent down by the 
authorities at Canton as a witoess in this case, was found ic 
possession of part of the stolen property, in notes and gold, 
from the information of a Chinese spy who had evidently 
followed: her from this place. She is a concubine of the 
‘principal head of the gang; and on being brought down 
as a witness here, has identified (1) the boy who was 
found possessed of several thousand dollars, and who: said 
he was in the drain, as she had seen him frequently in her 
4paramour’s house in Canton; and (2) the house-coolie of the 
Bank, whom she had occasionally seen in the same house. They 
‘were both recognised by her while in the dock, which isa step 
‘in the right direction. It is feared, however, that the leader 
-of the gang will not be secured. 

‘The passing of the “Limited” Act had caused an improve- 
ment in the shares of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking 
Company. The following is an extract of a letter on the 
matter :—“ It has eked out privately that the sclf-consti- 
tuted directors have quietly appropriated to themselves, 
“managers aud friends, some 30 to 40 shares each at par. These 
4t would appear they obtained out of a number reserved at the 
time of allotment (for what purpose I know not, seeing that 
all the shares were applied for), while some could have been 
‘sold on the market for the benefit of the Bank at a premium 
of from 25 to 30 pér cent., or say a profit of from $30,000 to 
$40,000, Esch individual thus favoured, if the report is true, 
-has gained $2,500.” 





JAVA, 
BATAVIA, 

Dates are to the 16th March. 

A drought, unusual at this time of the year, had prevailed in 
Java since the middle of January, and in some residencies, 
especially Tagal and Samarang, had injured the rice crops. 
The price of rice has risen considerably, and it is feared there 
will be a scarcity of this chief and indispensable article of 
‘food of the population. It is said the Government is taking 
: Precautionary measures to provide against this scarcity aud the 
distress it must occasion. 

The merchants of Batavia are considering the question of 
the constructing a dry dock for the repair of ships at thet 
port. Acommittee was appointed to consider plans and to 
feport on the subject, and a subscription had been opened to 
defray preliminary experiments and expenses, which aro esti- 
mated at £10,000. 

Daring the month of December the income from the im- 
‘port and export duties ‘in Java and Madura amounted to 
£ 790,378.68. The receipt for the whole year 1864 amounted 
to 9,422,009°86,

During the whole year 1864 less was received than in the 
same period in 1862-63. The difference is as follows :—

The account of the works on the Java Railway, during the 
Tmonth of January, states:—The works are continued so far as 
the monsoon permits it to be advisable. The dwelling of the 
station chief at Samarang is in readiness, except the hanging of 
the doors and frames. The making of the castings, &., for the 
workshops is continued. The key wall for the magazine is ready. 
The casting of an iron crane for 15 tons is made, The rails are 
laid on the station ground. One house for the officials 
is ready. Tho earth road of the first section is closed 
up on the various places from Tangoeng to Kedoeng 
Ljatti. The station ground at Kedoeng Djatti is made 
level; plenty of ballast is found everywhere Thore is an ex- 
perimett being made in the burning of lime at Tanjoeng. 
Natural stones, wherever they are at hand, are brought to the 
place where @ workshop must be built. The earthworks, as well 
as on the statin ground, as on the earthroad, have 
suffered almost toting during the extraordinary great 





floods of tho former month; the whole damage con- 
sists in the washing away of some cubic yards of ground 
on the way from Samarang to Goebuck. It is now 
shown that the railroad bears up against the strong floods. 
The riveting of the ways is also small The direction of the 
2nd, 3rd, and 4th sections not being yet approved, the pre- 
paratory business of the executiou is aloue as yet done. ‘Tlirco 
ships bringing ‘from Europe railroad-iroa, slecpers, irou-ties, 
and other implements, have beeu lost. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 23rd of March. The Benares, with the 
London mail of the 10th February, arrived out on the 16th of 
March, and the French mail of the 17th February reached on 
the 22nd March. 

There had been more animation in trade siuce the departure 
of the preceding mail. Previous to the arrival of the mails 
purchasers were active in buying goods to meet the demand for 
Siam, Saigon, and other markets, and good prices were obtained 
for most articles, particularly in cotton goods ; but the news 
by the telegrams of the decline in cotton at home, and the con- 
tinued success of the Federals in America, naturally created 
gome uneasiness among holders of manufactured goods. Until 
detuils should be received confirming the telegraphic accounts, 
purchasers were not likely to add to their stocks, aud business 
would be dull, ‘The stall supplies of produco suitable for 
Europe had crippled operations, and prevented ships ou the 
derth from obtaining cargoes. ‘The unprecedented number of 
seeking vessels that had arrived during the last few months 
caused considerable anxiety to find employment for them ; but 
the demand for the rice ports had enabled many to obtain 
favourable charters. This demaud had subsided, aud lower 
rates of freight were being accepted. 

‘Three Portuguese young men have been committed for trial 
at the next Criminal Sessions for having attempted to obtain 
payment at the Chartered Mercantile Bank of a second bill of 
exchange, the first having been paid, One is committed for 
forgery, and the others as accessory to the fraud. 

Within the last few days, preceding the departure of the 
mail, a steamer, three niasted and schooner rigged, had been 
seen hovering about at a safe distance to the castward. After 
a distant view of the roads sho turned off and disappeared 
* The United States war-steamer Jroguois, which arrived on 
on the evening of the sth of March, left for Batavia on the 
11th, 

On the 15th of March, a mecting was held in the Ex- 
change-room, to consult as to the establishment of a local 
Marine Insurance Company in Singapore; Mr. J. G. Davidson 
in the chair, It was proposed and carried “that a Mariue 
Insurance Company should be formed in the place, aud that 
it should bo called the Singapore Insurance Company (Limited).” 
It was proposed, also, that the capital should be $1,000,000, 
in a thousand shares of $1,000 each, An amendment was 
made that the arrangement should be 2,000 shares of $500 
each, but the former proposal was carried. A provisional 
committee was composed of Messrs. G. Cramer, S. Gilfillan, 
J. Davidson, H. H. Wilsone, C. H. Harrison, and Leah Teek 
See. 

On the 14th, the chief officer of the schooner Zusudka re- 
ported at the Court of the Marine Magistrate that Captain 
Carnuchan, of the said vessel, left the ship in a boat on the 
llth, and that nothing had been heard of him since by 
any ove on board. He expressed much uneasiuess at the cir- 
cumstance, and wished for advice in the dilemma, 

On Sunday the 12th, a pistol was discharged at a Chinese 
Catechist, in St. Andrew's Church, to the great alarn of those 
present. On investigation it appeared that the pistol (a com- 
mon one) had been loaded with powder and grains of rice ouly. 
The party who fired the pistol was a Hylam Ciiucse, acountry- 
man of the catechist, and he declared that he had fired it thus 
to mark and injure the catechist, but not to kill him, as he 
had transgressed the laws of their common country by bring- 
ing away a female child thence, in the face of a mandarin 
prohibition. There must have been other covert reasons for 
auch an act, a8 the offender was professedly a Christian Chinese. 
He has been committed for trial. 

The Marine Magistrate had the mate of the British barque 
‘Sea Nymph brought before him for refusing to obey tho lawful 
commands of his captain. ‘he mato pleaded inebrialion, aud 
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was sentenced to four weeks’ imprisonment in the House of 
Correction.

CHINA EXPORTS. 

TEA—The season for Black is nearly over, what little business has been 
done displays an upward tendency. Nothing remains to speak of, except 
the stock at Canton, which contains some fine chops, ‘te alarming state 
of political matters will doubtless cause the market te be swept of these 
ere the departure of the next mail. As for Greer «eas, shippers have dis 
played so much firmness that holders have he to yield a litle because 
their stocks became pretty large. 
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Canrov.—A moderate business bas been transacted during the fort- 
night. Two chops of country Congou have been taken for India at 
absurdly high rates, in fact, two taels above the prices at which these same 
chops were offered. The teamen have, as might be expected, become a 
Tittle elated, and the market is firmer in consequence. Scented Teas 
remain unchanged, there being but few desirable chops remaining on the 
market. The business done in Country Greens has been confined to 
transactions in Hyson for India, and that done in Canton Greens to pur- 
chases of Hyson and Young Hyson for the Continent of Europe. 

Auoy.—There has been rather more inquiry durmg the past month, 
but settlements have been checked by the firmness of the teamen, who 
‘assert that the coming crop will be seriously interfered with, should the 
rebels remain in the present position, and that the cost will be mueh en- 
hanced by the difficulties of transit.

The arrivals of Japan Silk have been 332 bales and the unsold stock by 
latest advices from Yokohama was about 1,000 bales. Prices had declined 
$10 per picul, and from the best native sources it was ascertained that the 
supply would be short as compared with last year. It is not expected to 
yield over 15,000 to 17,000 bales. 

Yokouama.—After the departure of the last mail steamer from here, 
the prices ot some descriptions of Silk (especially of inferior quality), the 
stock of which had accumulated, gave way to ihe extent of about $20, 
which had the effvet of inducing buyers to operate rather more freely.

COMMERCIAL BANK CORPORATION OF INDIA AND 
THE EAST. 


‘The first hatf-yearly general meeting of this corporation was held yes- 
terday afternoon at the London Tavern; J. J. Lownbas, Exq., in the chair. 
‘The Ciaiaman, in moving the adoption of the report, which will be 
found in another column, observed that the corporation only began their 
direction of the bank at'a very late period. They were in bupes that 
arrangements might have been made which would have enabled them to 
have obtained the transfer of the business of the Commercial Bank 
early in July, but delays which were unavoidable in their character 
arose, in consequence of which the corporation were prevented 
from taking the direction of the affairs of the bank until the close 
of December last. In declaring a dividend of 10 per cent, on the whole 
paid-up capital of the Corporate Bank on the Slat of last December, 
the board did not take credit for any wisdom in managing the concern, 
80 as to give the shareholders who had taken shares cium a divi 
dend of 7 per cent. on the amount which they had paid for them, that 
credit being due to those who managed the aifsirs of the old Commer- 
cial Bank of India up to the present year; but the.dizecters hoped they 
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would-be able to present a rous working of the concern for the 
future. The detailed ‘pork ans accounts of the bank had only been 
received by the mail which arrived on Saturday last, in consequence of some 
delay which had arisen io transmitting the accounts of the Calcutta branch 
to Bombay, s0 thatthe directors had only been able to sign them as pre- 
sented by the head office at Bombay. He explained that the mode 
which had been adopted by the Commercial Bank of India in 
reference to the accounts was to have those of all the branches sent to the 
head office at Bombay and there made up, and the dividend declared upon 
the general balance then shown. The Bombay agency had accordingly 
sent them the statement, balance-sheet, and profit and loss account, in the 
‘ame manner has they had hitherto been in the habit of preparing them, 
for the purpose of enabling the board to declare a dividend upon thei 
Hitherto, also, the accounts had been audited in Bombay, but upon this 
occasion they had been audited ia this country by Messrs. Strong and Ball, 
so far as an audit was practicable. He informed the sbareholders that Mr. 
Cartwright, one of the directors, having occasion to go to India on his 
own business, and the Bombay agency, which had always hitherto 
been assisted by a local board, being now without such assistance, the 
directors, unwilling to lose Mr. Cartwright’s valuable services, had 
requested him give his assistance to the Bombay agent, and he 
therefore remained upon the board for the purpose of enabling 
him to give his advice and assistance in conducting the affairs of 
the corporation at Bombay. The business at the present meeting was 
the re-election of the directors and auditors, and the fixing of the remune- 
ration of the latter. This was the first meeting of the corporation, and he 
hoped they would bave many meetings and a long and successful career. 
‘The success of a bank no doubt consisted in the amount of other people's 
maoney which they had to deal with, and they could not but entertain san- 
guine expectations that, from the soundness of the security and the favour- 
able rate of interest they would be able to offer, they would attract a very 
considerable number of depositors for fixed periods, and in return for 
which they were enabled to give a higher rate of interest, combined with 
great security, than could perhaps be given by any other similar institu- 
tion in the country. He begged to move the adoption of the report. 
Mr. THoxnTon seconded the motion. 
Ta reply to a Shareholder, 
The Caarnacan said that, in future, the accounts would be made up in 
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Mr. Crouca complained that shareholders who bad paid £10 premium

He wished to know the 
amount of the loans, and thought that if the item was separated they 
would have a better prospect of knowing whether the reserve of £69,500 
‘would cover the losses which in the present state of commercial affairs in 
India they all knew must have occurred. 

‘The Cuarrman said he could not give the exact figures, but the bills 
receivable were about £3,000,000, the remainder being loans, He also 
stated in reply to another question, that the item of unpaid capital ap- 

aring in the balance-sheet, which was made up to the Slst December, 
Bas all been since paid, with the exception of a very trifling amount. 

A SHAREHOLDER inquired whether there was any definite account of 
Josses sustained to be covered by the reserve of £69,500. 

‘The CuaiRMan said that the directors, who for the most part had paid 
the premium, were most anxious to give as large a dividend as possible, 
but they must always be restrained by prudence in recommending a divi- 
dend, and in the present case they had not thought it prudent to declare 
more than they had proj ‘With respect to the observation of ine- 
gual he was unable to see its justice, because many persons had bought 

@ old shares at Bombay at a high premium. No one ever reckoned 
that he was to get interest on premium, (Hear, bear.) Although, 

. therefore, the honourable proprietor might at first sight think 
himself badly treated, he would, on reflection, agree that a new 
bank which paid £7 per cent. upon money almost practically use- 
ess, on account of the short time in which the operations of the corpora 
tion had been carried on, was not doing very badly. It by no means 
followed that because they considered it prudent to hold over the £69.500, 
that sum would all be required to cover losses. They hoped and trusted 
that it would not (hear, hear), but in the present very unsettled state of 
affairs they considered it a prudent course to adopt, instead of dividing 12 
or 14 percent. (Cheers.) Since the accounts had been made up there 
had been one or two heavy failures, and there might be more. All that he 
could say was that all the known losses up to 31st December last had been 
provided for out of the profits, and such portion of the £69,300 as was not 
‘Fequired to meet losses in the present year would eventually go into the 
pockets of the shareholders. (Cheers. ) 

‘The report was adopted unanimously, and the directors and auditors 
were re-elected, one hundred guineas per annum being awarded to each 
‘ef the auditors for their remuneration, 

On the question of the election of auditors, 

_ Mr. Croucu took the opportunity of calling the attention of the meet- 
ing to the importance of asceriaining whether or not there was & regular 
and constant attendance of directors at board meetings, pointing out that 
it was owing to laxity in attendance, and consequent ignorance of the 
real state of the affairs of banks, that the great disasters which occasionally 
‘ame before the public ia connection with joint-stock banking arose ; and 
the reports of public proceedings of late had shown plainly enough that 











directors had not attended board meetings and taken an active part in 
carrying on the affairs of banks. 

‘The Cuatamax replied that if the hon. proprietor called at the office 
he might satisfy himself as to the attendance of directors in this case by 
inspecting the attendance book. 

A cordial vote of thanks was then given to the chairman and directors, 
and the proceedings terminated.

Continental Lutelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrernpam, April 14. 

The topic of the day is the international flower show in the 
Crystal Palaco at Amsterdam. A beautiful collection is 
gathered there, and many thousands of strangers are visiting 
our capital. There is no question that this first interna- 
tional flower exhibition will give an impulse for others. 

Political news is very scarce, now that Parliament is prorogued 
till the end of this month, Several are the rumours about the 
Bill of Cultures in India. The general opinion is that it is not 
yet presented to the Council of State, but that the Government 
is still consulting authorities, On the other hand, it is quite 
certain that the Council has already examined the Bill by 
which capital punishment will be abolished and changed to 
thirty years’ imprisonment. 

In my former letter I told you that Mr. Graen van Prin- 
aterer had resigned as member of the Second Chamber of the 
States-General, This example is followed by Mr. Van der 
Keins van Duyvendyke, member of the First Chamber. Mr. 
J.P. J. A. Earl van Zuylen van Nyeveldt, Ambassador at 
Berlin, certainly will fill the place of Mr. Graen, because this 
gentleman is warmly recommended by the eminent ex-leader of 
the anti-revolutionary party, Mr. Graz, 

The international convention about the sugar duties still 
meets with much opposition. The hope that Parliament will re- 
ject this convention augracuts, because it is positively said that 
your Government makes important objections. Mr, Uyten- 
hoven, the Secretary-General of the department of Foreign 
Affairs, started for London in order to explain those objections. 

The King has been pleased to confer the Knighthood of the 
Order of the Netherlands Lion on O. van Rees, Member of the 
Council of State in India ; R. Scherius, late resident of Samarang ; 
F. H. A. van de Poel, Resident of Cheribon; Dr. A. J. D 
Steenstra Toussaint, First Civil Doctor at Batavia; and A. C. 
K. Th. de Ruyter, First Civil Doctor at Samarang; and the 
Knighthood, Fourth Class, of the Military William Order on 
P. Graef, sergeant-major of the R.A.; and on the Amboinese 
Firat Lieutenant of Infantry of the R.A, J. Rakarias. This last 
appointment—the lieutcuant being the first coloured person on 
whom the Military William Order has been conferred—meets 
with the general sympathy of all the officers. 

His Majesty has giveu his authorisation to the medical officer, 
Dr. A. F. Bauduin, to remain again two years in the Japanese 
military service.

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Uram-tsi, under the command of Sechan-Dschan, Kodschi-Tidu, 
and Mona, who were all formerly officers in the Chinese Im- 
perial Army—the two former as ambanes, or genorals, the 
latter as goldaior colonel. The communication is interrupted 
by the Dunganes not only with Peking, but also with Kashgar 
and Tchugutschak, so that the Mandchurians living in the pro- 
vince of Kultscha are hitherto in perfect ignorance of what has 
taken place and the further progress of events. The town of 
Kultecha itself has been destroyed and the inhabitants obliged 

: “to fly for safety to the mountains, Those only who have re- 
mained faithful to the Imperial Government and a few Mand- 

,. churians have shut themselves up in the citadel, which is 
armed with falconets and iron pieces of artillery. All the 
adherents of the insurgents have removed to Old-Kultscha, 
A Dunganese corps of twelve thousand men, which left Kash- 
gar and was advancing by way of Musert, had not arrived at 
Kultscha when the courier left. According to the universal 
belief of the Chinese, the arrival of this corps will decide tho 
fate of Western China. 

Herr Kupfer, the Director of the Central Physical Observatory 
at St. Petersburg, calls attention in the Russian newspapers to 
the decimal metric system and the abuses of the present clumsy 
weights and measures now in use in Russia, insisting urgently on 
the necessity of a speedy alteration. The appeal has been well 
received, and in several parts of the Empirecommittees have been 
formed to further the agitation and draw up petitions to the 
Government in favour of the immediate introduction pf the 
decimal system and abolition of the present one. 

An agitation is going on in Hamburg with the view of 
abolishing the well-known banco currency, which formerly was 
of great servico in mercantile transactions, but is now felt as 
au embarrassment in the transactions of Hamburg with the 
rest of Germany. It is now proposed to substitute the ordinary 
currency of Germany for the artificial banco system. 

Seven Hamburg consulates in various parts of the world 
are now vacant, including those of Singapore and Akyab. 
Last week a public meeting of tho merchants of this city was 
held at the Exchange Rooms for the purpose of making a

Parliament still enjoys the Easter recess in the delight of 
the finest summer weather possible (the thermometer has for ten 
days been at 75 to 79 degrees of Fahrenheit). Several members 
of the Chambers and the Cabinet are making a trip to France 
and Germany. Some are labouring under illness at their country 
seats, without their malndies, however, exciting any serious 
fears. The political world is very quiet, and the papers are 
obliged to reargue what they have already said about the several 
Bills that have been put forward by the Cabinet, the discussions 














on which will be resumed on the 2nd of May, when Parliament 
will be reopened. 

In a former letter I told you that Mr. J. A. Baron van der 
Heym van Duyvendyke had sent in his resignation as member 
of the Firat Chamber of the States-General. Mr. J. W. Hein 
was elected in his place ; and thus a Liberal and democrat will 
fill the seat of a pur sang conservative aud aristocrat. 

Two pensioned Indian functionaries died on the same day 
(14th inst.) at the Hague—Pieter van Rees Moorrecls, Resident 
at Sourabaya and Batavia, and his colleague, Thomas Josephus 
Willes, formerly Resident at Western Borneo and Riouw. He 
was the official who restored peace to Borneo when the Chinese 
disturbed it. 

Although the law by which Swiss citizens are authorised to 
take military service abroad has been abolished, a large number 
of these men have been enlisted on speculation for the Northerr 
States of America, For some reason or the other they de- 
clined to fulfil their engagement. Our Government accepted 
their offer to serve in their East Indian possessions, they each 
receiving 120 florins as bounty. Further reinforcemeats will 
speedily be despatched to the East Indies,

HAMBURG. 
{FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Apr 23. 

From Irkutzk we learn that the tribe of the Tunghuses com- 
menced their hunting campaign remarkably early this season, as 
game is exceedingly plentiful, and their sport so abundant that 
they have already used up their ammunition and come in to 
get further supplies of powder end shot. The number of 
squirrels in the forests of Kirensk is something quite extraor- 
dinary, but though large quantities have been killed, the pro- 
fits are small, as many of the hunters spent the proceeds of 
their chase in spirituous liquors, and returned almost as poor 
as they set out. Notwithstanding the extreme abundance, 
grey squirrel skins were well paid, the price varying between 
eight and nine copeks per skin. A good many foxes have also 
been shot, and a fair quantity of lynxes were obtained on the 
banks of the Kirenga, where they are not uncommon. On the 
upper part of that river even lions are occasionally seen. The 
most useful description of game for the natives themselves are 
hares, which furnish them with wholesome food, and the skins 
provide them with clothing. 

The annual fair, which is held in the most remote north-east 
corner of the Russian dominions on the banks of the Anjui, 
far beyond the Arctic circle, though of no great importance as 
regards the value of the sales, is described by an eye witness, 
M. Anatowsky, Judge of the Peace in the circle of Kolymsk, as 
one of the most curious and interesting sights that it is possi- 
ble to imagine. Having just returned from that inhospitable 
region he has written a lively description of it to the Statistical 
Society at Jakutzk. All the nomadic and stationary tribes of 
the Far North East congregate to this fair to barter the 
produce of their chase for supplies of ammunition and 
other articles they require, the principal of which are tin 
kettles, knives, scissors, axes, needles, fish-hooks, and other 
items of iroumongery and cutlery ; plates and dishes of tin, 
copper, and wood ; ribbons, printed shawls, and thimbles, for 
all which they offer in exchange furs, skins, and walrus teeth, 
The former include red foxes, white foxes, beavers, reindeers, 
and bears, Tho most interesting and untutored tribe seen at 
these fairs are the Tchucktchees, who inhabit the regions close 
to Behring’s Straits, and are in regular communication with the 
natives of the north-western coast of (Russian) America. Be- 
tween three and four hundred of this tribe annually make their 
appearance, travelling with their wives and children, arms and 
habitations, which latter consist of tents made of reindeer skins. 
They trade with the Esquimeaux and Indians of North 
America, and their journey lasts between five and six months, 
They travel in sledges drawn by reindeer, whilst the Russians 
come in sledges drawn by dogs, though the goods the latter 
bring for sale and barter are carried on pack-horses. ‘The fair 
lasts for only two days, which, however, are busily employed, 
and then they disperse again in all directions. One of the 
articles most in request brought by the Russians to the fair of 
Anjui is tobacco grown in the Caucasus. For a pood (40 Ibs.) 
of this the Tchucktchees readily give ten red fox skins, or 
five of the river beaver, Walrus tecth are only given in exe 
change for ironmongery. 

The Senate of this city has appointed Mer Johann Heinrich 
Dauelsberg to be Consul for Hamburg at Singapore. 

Amongst the latest arrivals here from the Far East are Mr. 
Alfred Hasche, from Penang; Mr. C. Arnemaun, from Hong 
Kong; Mr. Ad. Koch, from Batavia; and Mr. G. W. Schwem- 
mann, from Hong Kong.

lished, and, in interest, equals in every way the preceding ones. One of 
the most remarkable papers is that by Mr. A. R. Wallace, “ On the 
Varieties of Man in the Malay Archipelag: 
graphic description of the principal races visited by him di 
years’ cruise ia the Malay Archipelago, such as the Malays, the Negritos, 
the Papuans, and Alfurus, but it starts an ingenious theory on the sub- 
mergence of an oceanic continent, the remnants of which are to be found 
in the eastern islands, now inhabited by the black Papuan and the brown 
Polynesian races. The evidence of the subsidence is of two kinds. One 
is supplied by Mr. Darwin in his essay on “ Coral Reefs,” where he proves 
that the great mass of the coral islands of the Pacific have been produced 
by subsidence, and that every mountain summit, ss it successively sank 
beneath the waters, left an atoll to mark its former existence. The 
second proofis taken from the distribution of animals among these Islands, 
which shows at the same time that the breaking up and the subsidence 
was a comparatively recent operation. “There is a very general simi- 
larity,” Mr. Wallace writes, ‘in their productions over a vast range of 
latitude and longitude. Even islands so remote as the Sandwich and 
Society groups have land birds common to the two, as have also the 
Society and the Fiji Islands. The majority of birds, however, have 
closely allied representative species in the several islands; but there is 
reason to believe that the forms and species of birds change more rapidly 
than those of large mammalia, for while the birds of Java, Sumatra, and 
Borneoare mostly distinct species from those ofthe south-eastern parts of Asia, 
many of the great quadrupeds are identical. There seems every reason, 
therefore, to believe that man, whoexiated in Europe along with quadrupeds 
now extinct, may have also existed at the time when a great continent oc- 
cupied the tropical portions of the Pacific Ocean.” And in another pas- 
sage of the same essay we read :— The islands of Baly and Lombock 
are only fifteen miles apart, yet they really belong to two distinct divisions 
ofthe globe. The naturalist, who is accustomed to distinguish character- 
istic forms of animal life, is ice struck with the remarkable difference 
between them. In Baly he is still in the Indian region of the Archi 
Jago; the common birds which he sees are barbets, black and white 
thrushes, crested starlings, fruit thrushes, and woodpeckers—all of which 
are common forms in India, Sumatra, Borneo, and Java. He may see 
all these in the morning, and in the afternoon cross over to Lombock, 
where a totally different set of birds will present themselves. 
see white cockatoos, long-necked honeysuckers, and the mound making 
megapodiur—all common forms in the islands farther east and in Australia, 
but not one of which ever passes across this narrow strait to the islands 
further west. If larger and more distant islands are compared, the differ- 
ence is more complete in every department of nature, so that between 
Borneo and New Guinea, though almost exactly agreeing in climate and 
physical features, there is a total diversity of animal productions —a diver- 
sity as complete and striking as that which exists between the Old and 
New Worlds. 
A Suancuat Canter Drspute.—Reynotps v. JEx.—This case 
related to the right to freight on a cargo of cotton shipped at Shanghai 
for Liverpool. On the 11th of September, 1863, Jex (the defendant), 
at New York, chartered a vessel of about 400 tons burden, from New 
York to Hong Kong or Whampoa, and thence to Shanghai. and thence 
to an Atlantic port in the United States (not south of the Chesapeake), 
‘or to a port in Great Britain (not beyond London) on the east coast, or 
toa port on the continent of Europe between Havre and Hamburg (in- 
elusive), on the terms of paying “ for charter or freight ” £3,000, to be 
paid—£1,300 on the correct discharge of cargocs at Hong Kong and 
‘Shanghai (less an advance provided fur), and £1,500 on correct discharge 
of return cargo in the United States; £1,000 to be advanced in New 
‘York on signing the bills of lading, to be signed without prejudice to the 
charter-party ; the vessel to be consigned at the port of discharge to the 
charterer's agents. Such was the charter at New York, in which it is to 
be noted there was no clause expressly creating a specific lien in favour of 
the shipowner for the chartered freight on goods shipped. On the day of 
charter the owner, Jex, received £1,000 on account of charter—as an ad- 
vance—to be deducted from the chartered freight on correct discharge of 
cargo at Shanghai and Hong Kong, and the master received £959, i.e. 
2,952 taels at 6s, 6d. The ship went to Shanghai in May, 1864, con- 
signed to a firm of Fraser and Co. there, and was thence despatched 
to Liverpool, as the final port of discharge, with a cargo chielly of 
cotton. ‘Ihe main part of the cargo was 690 bales of cotton, of which the 
bills of lading ran thus—« Shipped by Fraser ond Co., to be delivered 
at Liverpool, unto their order, or to their assigns; he or they paying 
freight for same to Reynolds and Co., at Liverpool, as per margin ;” and 
‘then in the margin of the freight was stated thus:—“691 bales at £3. 
15s. a ton, at 50 cubic feet a ton.” The ship arrived at Liverpool in 
November 1864, and at that time (as will appear from the above state- 
ment) about £1,040 of the chartered freight remained due to the ship- 
sowner,—that is the defendant,—and he accordingly stopped the delivery 
of the cargo at the docks at Liverpool in order to enforce payment thereof, 
Thereupon the-plaiotidls, Messrs. Reynolds and Co., the merchants there 
to whom the 950 bales of cotton had been consigned, and who held the 
bills of lading, deposited with the Dock Company £1,495 in order to 
liberate the cargo. Of this sum about £1,140 was for the 691 bales of 
cotton, and the rest for freight on other goods shipped on other bills of 
lading. An interpleader order had been obtained, under which the money 
was paid into court, and an issue was direcied to try whether the defend- 
ant was entitled as shipowner to have the money in dispute. The issue came 
on for trial at the last Assizes at Liverpool before Mr. Justice Shee, who 
‘said the question in substance came to this,—whether the plaintiffs, con- 
signees of the cotton, were entitled to have it delivered to them without 
Payment of the freight due by charter. ‘The facts were not in dispute, and 
were taken formally, with a view to reserve the question of law for this 
Court. It was proved that the plaintiffs, Reynolds and Co., of Liverpool, 
were agents of Fraser and Co., who consigned the cotton to them, and 
also sent both charter and bills of lading.--A verdict was taken formally 
fer the plaintiffs, Reynolds and Co., subject to the question of law, and 
“Mr. Temple, Q.C., now moved. on the part of the defendant, the ship- 
* owner, for a rule to enter tho verdict for him. The question, he said, was 
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whether the plaintiffs, the holders of the bills of lading, were to be taken 
as having notice of the charter and the freight due thereunder; and, as he 
put it, they had received the copy of the charter as agent for the char- 
ferers, as well as the bill of led; 1G a8 agents for Fraser and Co., the 
consignors.—The Court granted a rule nisi. 

Tue Cocuin Cutnese anp THE TorEDO.—An officer of the Im- 
perial Navy of France, Lieut. Mariot, being in Cochin China, learned 
that the natives possess a secret for protecting wooden vessels against the 
depredations of the toredo, an insect which does immense damage to ships 
and timber on the shores of the Black Sea, the Mediterranean, the 
Asiatic, and other waters. Tbe Cochin Chinese refused to tellthe secret 5 
but Lieut. Mariot, by diligent inquiry, ascertained that it consists in the 
employment of a mixture of resin and oil obtained from trees in the 
country. He further ascertained that it is so effective as a preservative, 
that junks—so old that the precise year of their construction is forgotten 
are, though constantly plying in waters in which the insect abounds, still 
sound and strong. He has communicated his discovery to the French 
Emperor, who has manifested great interest in it; and, at his Majesty’s 
request, Lieut. Mi to return to Cochin Chinato make furtker in- 
quiries, and bring back the wood steeped in the mixture. 

Cuingse Suipsuitpino iN Apvance.—Captain G. F. Goble has 
during the past week submitted an elaborate series of working drawings 
connected with wood and iron shipbuilding, copied from original diagrams 
found in the Summer Palace of the Emperor of China, and supposed to 
be many thousands of years old. The construction of the vessel is in 
every way remarkable, especially considering the great antiquity claimed 
for it; the bull, masts, sails, screws, &c., being either of a character 
equal to the most approved arrangement of the present time, or consider- 
ably in advance of them, Captain Goble is seeking the co-operation of 
a few antiquarians, or others interested in the subject, in order that a 
working model of the vessel may be built, and there appears to be no 
doubt that many very material advantages will be gained as compared 
with any ship at present afloat. Not only are the several portions of the 
ship itself of the highly efficient character described, but even the chain 
cables are apparently superior to those now in use, though totally different 
in construction; they are .said to be capable of bearing a strain of 
10,000 tons. 

‘ADMIRAL Ste James Srinttnc.—Admiral Sir James Stirling, Knights 
died on the 22nd inst., at his residence, Anningsley, in Surrey. Tho 
deceased admiral, who was born in 1791, entered the navy at an early age, 
and continued in active service throughout the last French war. He was 
midshipman of the Glory, in Calder’s action, and of the Diadem, at the 
siege of Monte Video. He also commanded the Brazen, in the last 
American war. For ten years he was Governor and Commander-in- Chief. 
of Western Australia, and his uame wil! ever be identified with the 
establishment of that colony. He was highly popular with the settlers, 
who expressed before his departure their gratitude for the zeal and ability 
he had invariably shown for thcir general welfare. On his return home, 
in 1833, he was made a Knight Batchelor. He was appointed to the 
Indus, 78, in October, 1840, in which he served four years, and in the 
spring of 1847 was appointed to the Hows, 120, in which ship he con, 
veyed Queen Adelaide and her sister, the Duchess Ida of Saxe Weimar, 
to Lisbon, and afterwards to Madeira, on Her Majesty's last visit to that 
island. For a few months in 1852 he was one of the Junior Lords of the 
Admiralty. The deceased officer was appointed to the command of the 
India and China station in January, 1854, which he resigned in 
1 His commissions bore date as follows :—lieutenant, August 2, 
1809; ‘commander, June 19, 1812; captain, December 7, 18185. rear- 
admiral, July 8, 1851; vice-admiral, August 27, 1857; and admiral, 
November 22, The deceased officer was a Knight Commander of 
the Redeemer of Greece. 

Suez Canat Serriements.—Among the frequent endeavours to 
entice English shareholders, we notice the following in the Daily News :—~ 
“ Sir,—It may not be generally known to your readers that the territory 
formerly belonging to the Suez Canal Company, situated on the eastern 
side of the basin of Port Said, is included amongst the lands which, in 
accordance with the Empcror Napoleon's decision, have been retroceded. 
to his Highness the Viceroy of Ezvpt. This is not unimportant as far as 
this country is concerned, seeing that there is nothing now to prevent an 
English town for commercial purposes being constructed on the opposite 
bank of the canal, forming, as it were, one of the keys to its entrance. 
Nor is there any feeling of rivalry on the part of the French to be 
apprehended to frustrate such a plan; for I can undertake to say that 
every facility will be afforded to accredited Englishinen visiting Port Said 
with this object in view.—I am, &2., Daniget A. Lance, Director and 
English Representative of the Suez Canal Company. 

Tue P. anv O. Steamer “ Tansone.”—This new iron steam-ship, 
2,129 tons, built for the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, was hauled into the Victoria Dock to be fitted out. She was 
built by the Thames Iron Shipbuilding Company at Blackwall, and was 
Jaunched on the J3:h. Her dimensions are—300 feet in length, 28 feet 
beam, and 29 feet depth of hold, and is to be fitted with engines of 
400-horse power, 

Le Moniteurfof the 21st inst. contains a letter from Yokohama, dated 
Feb, 15, in which the writer £3) he situation continues to be good 
in Japan. The Tycoon will leave in a few days for Miako to assist at 
a great religious fete celebrated every fifty years. It is presided over by 
the Mikado, ed by 60,000 priests from all parts of the empire. In 
quitting the capital the Tycoon will leave the direction of aflairs to the 
members of the Gorogio.* 

La Presse of the 23rd inst. states that the more intimate relations 
established between the French possessions in Lower Cozhin China and 
the kingdom of Cambodia, having led the Vice-Admiral Grandiere to

SUGAR AND COFFEE TRADE OF THE UNITED 
STATES WITH THE FAR EAST. 

THE trade of the Northern Atlantic ports of the United 
States with the Far East, stimulated to increased activity by a 
tariff favouring direct importations of raw produce, exhibits 
this improvement, after the article of tea, particularly in that 
of sugar. The effect of the withdrawal of the yield of the 
southern sugar crop of Louisiana, Texas, and Florida, the amount 
of which formerly determined the extent of the demand in the 
northern markets, and the necessity in common with ourselves 
of obtaining in Eastern trade the greatest possible value in 
produce for manufactures or other merchandise carried out, 
must continue to ensure a greater proportionate increase in 
importations of sugar from Penang, Sumatra, Manila and Java 
as compared with augmenting supplies from Brazil, the West 
Indies and Cuba. Still, the quantity received from the Far East 
constitutes but a fraction as yet of the 350,000 tons annually re- 
quired to meet the cousumption ofthe North-eastern, Western, 
and South-western States, not even covering theexportsto foreign 
ports, shipments to San Francisco and inland to Canada. San 
Francisco receives in addition direct supplies from Manila and 
the Sandwich Islands. As to coffee, there is every certainty 
that Java, Sumatra, Singapore, Manila, and Ceylon, will fur- 
nish the United States with increased supplies. The total of 
the next season’s importations from these quarters may be set 
down at 11,000,000 lbs., of which Ceylon will probably furnish 
one-fourth, Should commercial confidence continue in the 
United States, the coffee taken from Ceylon will probably be 
doubled in quantity the next few years. Indeed, we anticipate 
seeing its exports of this staple to Europe rapidly augmented. 
With the extension of the area of cultivation, and the additional 
capital and skill about to be invested, it cannot be otherwise 
than that Ceylon must gain more rapidly than ever on the 
coffee yield of Java and Sumatra, for in these the culturo ap- 
pears to have been already stimuiated to nearly if not its 
utmost extent. It is certain that in various parts of the com- 
paratively narrow belt in which coffee can profitably be raised, its 
cultivation has been latterly abandoned for that of the sugar cane.

AFFAIRS IN COCHIN CHINA. 

Tne news brought from Cochin China is well fitted to 
delight our Gallicau friends, containing, as it does, every ele- 
ment of the picturesque and sentimental in arms, in the 
triumph of negotiations, in the exchange of international 
courtesies, in the display of religious rites, and in the pomp of 
a Governor's visit of inspection, ‘added to the fact that high- 
flown proclamations have been sent by the King To-Duc into 
all the provinces, commanding that agitation at the presence of 
the French shall henceforth cease, whilst an indemnity in silver, 
placed on board a war vessel in the harbour ready for despatch 
by the next mail, confirms the renewed promise of the Anna- 
mite SovereteN to abide by the treaty of 1862. The Imperial 
Govervment has spoken, and there is a great calm. We have 
in the foreground the Chicf Mandarin of Justice presenting 
presents and felicitations for the new year; in the middle 
ground an Annamite priest performing mass at the inland vil- 
lage of Baria (the Christians numerous and assisting in great 
numbers) ; children displaying wonderful precocity in writing 











and learning French, the group surrounded by an “active and 
industrious population ;” whilst in the background is a military 
reconnaissance in force, insurgent bands becoming invisible 
before the flying horsemen who reach the frontier of Bienhos 
without encountering an enemy. But this is-not all. A finish- 
ing touch is needed, and we find it in the re-embarkation of 
Admiral Granpiere with the confidence and sympathy of the 
natives. The scene closes with a contest for the designs of 
palace at Saigon for the Government, and the change of the 
numbers that have hitherto designated the streets of the city 
for the names of French generals. Seriously, civilisation and 
evangelisation was never undertaken on a more magnificent 
scale, A palace for the seat of the missions, an Admiral for 
an apostolic supervisor, the sword for an argument, and gun- 
boats as a reserve of moral force, presents a strange contrast to 
the crozier of St. Francis Xavier. Still, the assiduous 
efforts to extend religious and secular teaching merit every 
praise, and the results will not be marred by the mixed 
motives of benevolence and the love of ideal glory that have led 
to them. All we think of is the cost. No doubt, however, the 
augmented trade that will be carried on between Saigon and 
China, under concessions lately granted, will in time contribute 
largely to the revenue. At present the Imperial Government 
in Cochin China is very much in the position of a large landed 
proprietor who has sunk large funds in the investment, look- 
ing to future years for the return. As long as there exists the 
thing called progress, why should not the French Government 
hope on and hope ever ? 
THE TAIPING PROPOSAL OF COMMERCIAL 
ALLIANCE, 

Axrsover the Taiping proposal to enter into liberal com- 
mercial arrangements with foreign nations cannot be entertained 
by us, we cannot question its sincerity. It may be taken as a 
recognition on their part that foreign trade is an element of 
conservation and of atrength—a truth which the Imperial 
Government has hitherto affected ostentatiously to ignore; 
China, by the increase of its own junk trade with neighbour- 
ing islands and countries, especially Japan, has proved the 
necessity of a vent for its productions. The spirit of com- 
merce is necessarily opposed to all violent anarchical changes, and 
the Imperial Government has yet to learn that just to the exe 
tent to which trade is carried, and points of exchange multi~ 
plied, will the progress of the country be promoted. The in- 
fluence to stimulate development must eome from without. 
We anticipate the time when we shall possess numerous inland 
stations that will enable us to dispose of a larger proportion of 
our manufactures as compared with our purchases of tea and 
silk. These stations will, no doubt, come to be regarded by 
the Chinese Government as so many points d’appui, eo many 
protective strongholds against revolutionary risiugs. The in- 
fluence of this motive is well calculated to act beneficially 
in our favour. Henceforth the assistance of British 
officers cannot be counted on for the suppression of rebellion in 
China: but as the existence of that very rebellion may be 
traced to the difficulties which the industry of millions of 
the people encountered in securing remuneration, so its best 
corrective will be found in the extension of foreign trade, im 
giving us free access to the population, and thus enabling the 
gains accruing from the disposal of Chinese products to reach. 
more directly the producers. 


THE INDIAN TARIFF AND CEYLON. 

Tae most direct effect of the duty of 3 percent. imposed by 
Sir CuaRtes TREVELYAN on coffee will be to stimulate the 
production in Ceylon of that article; not that she particularly 
needs this artificial encouragement in the cultivation of her 
chief staple, but that it must ensure to her a certain amount of 
capital that would ‘have been elsewhere applied, and direct 
generally the attention of investors to the advantages she can 
offer. The duty now placed on Indian tea—an industry yet im 
its infancy—is, if possible, still more impolitic, for against the 
high prices realised at home in consequence of the preference- 
given to the article, must be set the higher price of labour in. 
India as compared with China, and the greater risks attending 
the manipulation. Besides, few of the plantations have yet 
covered the original outlay for land and machinery. Ceylon 
is in a@ position to profit also by this impost, which must 
direct attention to the facilities she offers for tea cultivation. 
So with the articles of indigo and hemp, the Ceylonese produc- 
tion of which might be largely increased. Even silkworms 
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and mulberry plantations have been tried with success in 
Ceylon, and, with or without the duty to be imposed on silk 
exported from India, no reason can be adduced why Ceylon 
should not make this a staple commodity of trade. If the 
present Indian financial policy is persisted in, it will be found 
to have been the fortune of Ceylon not to have been incor- 
porated with that country. It is probably from Ceylon that 
the first practical lesson as to the impolicy of taxing exports 
will be received by Indian statesmen, . 


THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 

Iris rumoured that after the passing of the Bill—which will 
be introduced next month— for the transfer of the Straits Settle- 
ments to the Colonial Office, a Governor will be appointed for 
the new regime by the Secretary of State forthe Colonies. A 
Commission is now sitting to report as to the best mode of de- 
fence for Singapore. It is very probable that a Queen’s regi- 
ment will in future garrison the place. 


STEAMERS FOR THE FAR EAST. 

The Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company have 
launched their second screw steamer from the yard of Messrs. 
Randolph, Elder, and Company, Glasgow. She has been named 
the Koningin Sophia. Her tonnage is 1,055 tons, and the 
engines of 200-horse power nominal. The two vessels building 
in Holland for this company will be launched about July. 

Another screw steamer for the China coast line of Messrs. 
Douglas Lapraik, Lane, and others, has been laid down at the 
yard of Messrs. Hall, Russell, and Co., Aberdeen. She is about 
800 tons, with engines of 150-horse power nominal. She wil! 
be commanded by Capt. Baker, well known in the service, who 
is now in this country. It is expected that the vessel will be 
ready within six months, 

Sir Epmoxp Horvypy, the new Judge for Shanghai, has not 
yet engaged his passage, and we may infer that he has been 
advised to delay it in order that his arrival may be nearer to the 
cool season. This course will be found the most desirable in 
every respect, seeing that a great deal of work will await his 
coming, which will require more vigour than the months of 
June and July fairly admit. We hear that Mr. C. W. Goodwin, 
the Deputy-Judge, is a man of considerable literary ability, and 
known as one of the writers in the celebrated “ Essays and 
Reviews.” He has been in some measure induced to accept 
the appointment, as China will afford food for his head and pen 
in a new direction. A secretary has also been appointed. The 
salaries of these officials were given iu our last issue, 


THE RUSSO-CHINESE TELEGRAPHIC LINE: 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—In a few years the Russian telegraphic line, proceeding at the 
rate of ],000 miles per annum, will reach Peking. It is important that we 
should get there, telegraphically speaking, before her, or, at least, that 
the honours should be divided. | Our way thither now lies by land, not by 
water. Science is manifestly at fault in our deep sea cables, as I could 
well show had you space. What concerns me is that Russia, having 
carried her line to Peking, may be in a position to obtain important con- 
cessions of Chinese lines to the exclusion of our own enterprise, and thus 
literally as well as figuratively hold China by a thread. The construction 
‘of lines east, west, and south might even be aided from the Chinese 
‘Treasury, so important would be the advantages of communication with 
all the provinces of the empire, in a political and military point of view. 
‘What is the British or Indian Government doing in the matter? A 
moderate guarantee, with such assistance as both Governments could 
furnish, is all that is required for ins lual enterprise to effect a cov- 
nection of our treaty ports with the Indian wires. Not to speak of the 
benefits that would thee be conferred on India, the advantage to English 
trade with China in the porsession of a competing and independent line

Mandarins are accustomed to 
them as the choicest gifts at their disposal, and it will be remembered 
that when Commissioner Yeh was tendered every luxury by his captors, 
he preferred a request for prepared native tobacco and a medicated tea, 
which he said was necessary for his bealth's sake.— Yours, kc., 
London University College, April 10.

At the meeting held on the 12th inst. the report, given in our lst, was 


adoption, observed that he needed not 
to say that the result of the 5 ending Slst December had not 
answered the expectations which Rad been held out at the last meeting. 
‘The crisis in England had then only commenced, and it bad resulted in * 
enormous failure in the East, and in what affected this bank still more, in 
the depreciation of East Indian producs—tea, sugar, cotton; and jute—on 
which the bank held security, it being its business to take bills hypothe- 
cated on such produce: and it had suffered accordingly, by the failure of 
houses by whom bills were drawn, and by the fall in the value of the 
produce. The loss of £22,000 mentioned in the report had been esti- 
mated after careful examination by three of the directors most con- 
versant with the trade of the East, not down to the 31st Dec., but to 
the 15th of March—(hear, hear)—and he believed that it was a complete 
estimate of the loss down to that time. What further losses might be in- 
curred he could not say, for the crisis was not over; houses connected 
with the East were still failing, but he could say positively what the loss 
would be up to the 15th March. He would not specially and by name 
allude to any house by which there had been a loss; but he desired to 
mention thatin the case of Mr. John Gladstone, who had been one of the 
directors of the bank, there bad not been the loss of a shilling by 
(Hear, hear.) In the case of a house from which the bank had bills 
the ainount of £70,000 secured on produce, the debt had been reduced to 
£10,000, and though there was some loss on the produce realised, that 
had been met by the drawers of the bills, who bad paid the difference, and 
eventually no loss at all would be sustained. Another serious drawback 
to the prosperity of the bank in the last six months was the bigh value of 
money, which resulted in a difference to the bank of £20,000, which 
must be decucted from profits, and thus had tended to reduce the dividend. 
Nevertheless, looking to the state of the times, when the bank was en- 
abled to pay on the whole year 12 per cent., it was not 80 very bad. 
‘The Government Securities held by the bank, amounting to £280,000, 
had been taken over as usual at their actual market value, but other 
securities on land, buildings, &., had been taken over at their cost, 
although they could be realised at double the amount. There was pro- 
perty which had been acquired at Kurrachee, Bombay, and Rangoom,. 
ich could be realised at a handsome profit. .With regard to the future, 
the directors had inculcated caution on their agents in making advances, 
especially on cotton. Speaking his personal opinion, he should say that 
any week might bring a statement of the close of the American war, which 
would be foliowed by a reduction in the price of cotton ; but judging 
from: his personal experience in the case of linseed and other Russian pro- 
luring the Crimean War, he believed that a trade like that of 
cotton which had now been established in India would continue to keep 
up the supply. As regarded the position of the branches of the bank, 
they had not suffered. ‘There was an increase in their deposits, and they 
were in good credit ; 80 that, looking to the affairs of the bank, he antici- 
pated for it nothing but prosperity. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Bett, a director, seconded the motion. 

Io reply to questions from shareholders, the CHArBMAN said that, unso- 
licited, the shareholders bad last year raised the remuneration of the direc- 
tors from £2,500 to £4,000, and they had certainly received it. The only 
reason why the names of the directors were not published in the advertise- 
ments of the bank wasa consideration of expense, but there was no 
‘objection on the part of any of them to have their names published, and 
as it seemed to be the wish of the meeting, it should be done in future. 
There was no intention of increasing the capital of the bank by the issue 
of new shares, there being no want of capital. 

The report was then agreed to, as were resolutions declaring the divi- 
dend, re-electing one retiring director and electing two others, and re- 
electing the directora. ¥ 

‘The meeting was then made special for the purpose of authorising the 
court of directors to apply to Her Majesty's Treasury for a removal of the 
restriction in clause 84 of the deed of settlement, by which the share- 
holders are limited ta the re-election of only one of the outgoing directors 
annually ; also, for authority to the court of directors to fill up tempora 
rily any occasional vacancies in their number, subject to confirmation by 
the shareholders at the next half-yearly general meeting ; and for the pur- 
pose of effecting the proposed alterations by authorising the court to apply 
for and accept a supplemental charter, or to adopt a supplemental deed of 
settlement, or, with the approval of Her Majesty's Treasury, to take such. 
other steps as may be necessary. ° 

Some objection was taken to the second clause, authorising the tem- 
porary appointment of a director, and an amendment against was pro- 
posed; but the original resolution was put to the meeting and carried by 
35 to 11, With the usual vote of thanks the business concluded.

ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 

‘The annual general meeting of proprietors was held on the 20th inst., 
at the bank's offices, Threadneedle-street; H. G. Gorpon, Esq., ia the 
chair. 

The report stated that—“The general statement of affairs and balance- 
sheet for the year I jow submitted by the directors for the information 
of their co-proprietors, show the net profit of the corporation for that period 
to be £206,089. 18s. 4d., after defraying current expenses, and providing 
for all bad and doubtful debts. The dividend of 8 per for the half year 
ending 90th June, already paid, has absorbed £100,800 of the profits, 
leaving £105,289. 18s. 4d. available for present distribution; out of which 
it is now proposed to pay an additional dividend of 5 per cent., anda 
bonus of S per cent., making, with the previous payment, & distribution of 
Profit for the yecr 1864 equal to 16 per cent, on the capital of the corpora- 
tion... The present dividend and bonus, amounting to £2 per share, will 
be paid, free of income-tax, on and after the Ist proximo, at the office of 
the corporation ; and after these payments have been provided for, there 
will remain a balance of £4,489, 186s. 4d. to be carried to the credit of the 
next account.” 
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"The Cuainman, in moving the adoption of the report, said that the 
first thing he had to do was to declare a dividend for the half-year of 5 per 
‘cent., and a bonus of 3 per cent., making, with the previous payment, 
Gistribution of profit for the year equal to 16 per cent. When they met 
in October last the country was passing through the first stage of one of 
the mot severe and disastrous periods which had been known for many 
years. He was very much afraid the crisis was not over yet, unless it was 
‘counteracted by the improvement of business which was likely to follow 
the termination of the unfortunate civil war in America, of 
which there was now a prospect. However that might be, 
the directors saw that mischief was coming, and they took early 

recautionary measures to guard against by restricting the 
‘eredit and limiting the business of the corporation at home and 
abroad. They sustained, nevertheless, some loss; but he was happy to say 
that it was not so heavy as others had experienced. In order to prove 
that these were not mere words, he might mention that some 18 months 
ago they held a large amount of the paper of four firms which failed for 
£4,500,000; but owing to the precautionary measures to which he re- 
ferred, it was not likely they wou'd lose £1,000 by those immenee failures, 
Hear, hear.) And whilst the losses where amply provided for, they were 
‘able to declare a dividend of 16 per cent. per annum. (Hear, hear.) 
In addition to direct losses, their profits were indirectly affected by the 
competition they experienced in the most important seats of their business. 
They would readily believe this when he told them that a few years ago 
dhere was only one bank inthe presidency of Bombay, with four or five 
branches, whilst there were now 22 banks and bank agencies, besides 10 or 
12 financial establishments. It was quite true that business had increased, 
but with such an amount of competition, the margin of profit was curtailed 
to some extent. ‘There was nothing in this, however, to dishearten them, 
for with their long established connection, their great means, and extensive 
commercial credit, they would be able to maintain their ground against 
any new comers. (Hear, hear.) Allusion was made in the report to the 
issue of new shares last year, and in consequence the capital and reserve 
fund now stood respectively at £1,500,000 and £444,000, The distribu- 
tion of the new shares was made in the proportion of onetosix. This 
absorbed 8,400 shares, leaving a balance of 1,2U0 shares to be appropriated 
‘at the discretion of the court. ‘These shares had been appropriated, and 
he trusted the mode of appropriation would receive the support of the 
shareholders. Some two or three years ago he spoke of a 
fidelity or guarantee fund, which was created and upheld by 
the contributions of the officers of the corporation. The primary 
object of that fund was to dispense with the usual mode of guarantee 
by making the establishment their own guarantors. The second object 
‘was to combine, if possible, with this guarantee fund an allowance or 
pension fund. Many of the members of their staff served in all climates, 
and sickness and death were frequently their lot. The time must come 
‘when they ‘would have to consider the claims arising out of such contin 
gencies ‘as these. They hoped to be able to confine these 
two funds so as to make a provision which was deservedly due 
to theit officers without greatly taxing the shareholders. ‘The guarantee 
fund now amounted to a considerable sum, but it was still inadequate for 
the double purpose of a guarantee and an allowance fund. In order to 
advance this object, the court presented to the trustees of the guarantee 
fund the 1,200 shares at the same price at which they were allotted to the 
shareholders, namely, £45. The guarantee fund was now £54,000 and 
upwards. Apart from the policy of this measure in n pecuniary point of 
view, he was certain it would produce a good moral effect, for it associated 
the staffindirectly with the shareholders, and would induce them to increased 
exertions to promote the welfare of the corporation. With regard to the 
‘cash deposits bearing interest, notwithstanding the great dearness of 
money for the last twelve months, they never aliered the rate of interest, 
and these deposits showed a slight increase. But on the other side there 
was a falling off of upwards of £2,000,000 in the amount of notes and 
bills discounted, arising from the precautionary measures which had been 
taken to avoid increasing their risk. (Hear, hear.) He could not omit men- 
tioning in terms of merited eulogy the conduct oftheir chief manager, Mr.C. 
J. F. Stuart, (Hear, hear.) They were aware of the extraordinary change: 
which were going on in India and China, and Mr. Stuart had very pro- 
perly requested permission to see for himself what changes had taken place, 
with a view to introduce such modifications and arrangements as might be 
necessary to meet those changes, He left on the 20th of November last ; 
visited Bombay, Ceylon, Singapore, Hong Kong, Shanghai, taking an 
opportunity of conferring on his return with other establishments which 
he could not visit on his journey out. He brought back a good report, 
and he had no doubt the corporation would benelit by the valuable infor- 
mation he had acquired. (Hear. ) 

A SHaRenotpen referred the chairman to astatement which appeared 
in the Money Market Review of the 15th inst., to the effect that the com 
pry had sustained losses by frauds committed by clerks, and inquired 

ow far the statement was true. 

The CitarkMAN said the only loss of the kind was a loss of £1,500, 
which they sustained through the misconduct of a ledger-copier in Ceylon, 

In answer to another SHAREHOLDER, 

The Ciiatnatax said that the premium profit on the new shares went to 
the ercdit of the reserve fund. Asto the transacting of London business, 
they were precluded from doing anything of the kind by the charter. 
‘And as to the third question, whether they made any advances to banks 
with which the name of the gentleman mentioned (Mr. Cargill) was con- 
nected, they had nothing to do with them in any way, directly or indirectly. 
(Hear, hear.) The chairman further stated that it had been mentioned 
in the report of last year that a loss had been sustained through the de- 
falcation of a Chinese comprador, but that there was reason to believe they 
had ample security to meet that loss. They had got judgment in that 
matter, but it was not yet completed. The report was then adopted, 

The Chairman, Mr. Mackenzie, and Mr. Cargill were re-elected di- 
recton, some slight display of opposition being manifested to the re-election 
of thelast named gentleman. ‘The auditors were re-elected, and a vote 0, 
thanks passed on them. A vote of thanks to the chairman, : 
secretary, and manager terminated the proceedings.

Since their formation 
they had had to pass through a period of great anxiety and pressure in the 
commercial world ; but, notwithstanding this, they had every reason to be 
satisfied with the amount of business they had transacted, which held out 
encouragement for the future. (Hear, hear.) In the fire department

CHINA COTTON CONTRACTS, 
(Liverpool Journal of Commerce. ) 
WILLIAMS V. REYNOLDS AND ANOTHER. 

The plaintiff is Mr. Owen Hugh Williams, a cotton broker at Liver- 
pool, and the defendants are Francis and William Reynolds and James 
Gibson, of the same town. The action was brought by Mr. Williams, on 
behalf of his principals, Messrs. Rylands, Seddon, and Co., to recover 
damages for a breach of cotton contract whereby the defendants agreed to 
sell the plaintiff 500 piculs of China cotton at 16{d. per Ib., to be deli- 
yered in the month of August last. The plaintiff stated that although 181 
piculs had been delivered, the residue were not delivered as per agree 
ment, and the plaintiff was unable to perform a sub-contract for the sale 
of the cotton at a higher price than he was to give for it; and that the 
plaintiff lost the benefits of the profits which he would have received had 
sub-contract been carried out. The plaintiff therefore claimed £515. 198. 
damages. The defendants pleaded, first, that it was not agreed as in the 
declaration alleged; secondly, that the plaintiff was not ready and willing 
to accept the residue of the cotion, nor to pay the price for the same 
according to the terms of the contract ; thirdly, that they did deliver the 
residue to the plaintiff in the month of August; and, fourthly, that they 
were prevented from delivering the saidcotton in the month of August by 
the acts and conduct of the plait Mr. Mcliish, in stating the case to 
the jury, said that a picul of cotton was 133} lbs. weight, gross, and that 
a bale of cotton varied in weight from a half picul to three piculs. The 
contract in this case was what was termed a forward delivery contract— 
that is, the cotton was not to be delivered at once, but at some future date, 
and in this case the month of August had been fixed upon as the time for 
delivery. According to the custom of the Liverpool cotton trade, it 
was the duty of the sellers of the cotton some time prior to the 
last day of the month of August to have delivered the cotton in discharge 
of a contract they had made ; or, in other words, the seller had to inform 
purchasers when the cotton was lying ready for delivery. In accordance 
with custom, the defendants on the 29th of August sent a notice to the 
plaintiffs that 250 piculs, ex the ship General Putman, were then ready 
for delivery to their warebouse. On the 30th August defendants gave 
plaintiff a further notice. The plaintiff, having received this notice, was 
bound to apply to defendants for a sampling order for the cotton, which 
he did and obtained two orders, With rezard to the cotton by the General 
Putman, delivered on the 27th of August, there was no dispute as to the 
facts. Deferdants admitted that the cotton declared on the occasion 
when weighed did not amount to 230 piculs, but only weighed 181 piculs. 
Mr. Mellish contended that the plaintiff was entitled to recover the differ- 
ence in price at which he purchased the cotton (163d.), and the price at 
which he had re-sold (197d. ), or 8d. per Ib. For the defence, Mr. Quain 
submitted that the defendants had no notice of any sub-contract, and even 
if they had they were not liable for any damages more than the difference 
in price between the market quotations on the 3lst August and the price 
at which they had sold. The plaintiffs were bound, on the defendants 
explaining their difficulty, to have gone into the market immediately and 
bought other cotton. That would have enabled them to have performed 
the sub-contract. China cotton on the 26th August, 1864, was worth 


























1844. per Ib., and the 2nd of September 18}d,, so that there would only 
have been 14d With respect to the other 250 piculs all the facts were 
disputed. The plaintiff based his case upon the fact that the defendants 
were not prepared to deliver to him any portion of the cotton in the 
month of August; that as the defendants said there were 119 bales ready 
or delivery ; that the plaintiffs had refused to receive any portion of these 
110 bales} aad that there was across action then pending to compel 
payment. It was proved in evidence that the sampling order was not 
ready until one o'clock on the Ist of September, and the question, there- 
fore, was, whether under these circumstances the pliintiffs could refuse to 
receive and pay for these 119 bales, The jury returned a verdict for the 
plaintiff for the full amount claimed. Leave was granted to move to re- 
duce the amount of damages to £257. 19s. 6d. The record in the cross- 
action was withdrawn,

Araki the Daimio ; a Japanese Story of the Olden Time ; 
by Moxa B. Bickerstarre. Loudon: Jackson, Walford, and 
Hodder,—On reading the title-page aud the first few chapters 
of this work, we were under the impression that it was the 
production of an authoress in England bearing the name in- 
scribed un the volume, and clothing in the garb of a lively 
narrative facts and incidents supplicd by some person con- 
versant with Japanese scenes on the spot. As we continued 
our perusal, however, the suspicion flashed across our mind, 
and was more fully confirmed as we advanced further into its 
contents, that Mona B. Bic! taffe ix mo otaer than a nom de 
plume ; and that the little volume now under our review is the 
literary offspring of a lady lately returned from that quarter. 
If the little tale unfolded in these pages fail, in these days of 
sensation novels, in exciting a deep and thrilling interest in the 
mind of the general reader, the fault will consist not so much 
in the unskilful treatment of the author as in the defective 
materials out of which the story is woven. It is not an casy 
work to deck the common ordinary incidents of Oriental life 
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in the gaudy colours and showy dress of Western romance. 
The author, or authoress, of these pages may fairly lay claim, 
however, to the merit of having developed a Japaneso story of 
ancient times in a commendable tone of Christian sentiment 
and in a style of refined taste. If the work be one of some- 
what unequal merit, and if, in some of the earlier portions, it 
occasionally verges on a careléss and unduly-familiar mode of 
phraseology, theso slight drawbacks are amply compensated for 
by the intellectual vigour and philanthropic sentimont which 
everywhere pervade the narrative, and which will (as we venture 
to predict) render the book highly popular among all persons 
who have resided in the Far Kast, and also among those who 
wish to obtain an insight into the real character of the Japanese 
Government and people. The past history of Japan, the divided 
powers of its double system of Government, its religions, the re- 
lations between the territorial nobles and the Central Govern- 
ment, and the natural beauties and fertility of the country, are 
described ina graphic and masterly style of narrative. We 
cannot recommend any work of its size containing a more in- 
teresting and accurate delineation of the every-day scenes 
and manners of this remarkable race reccntly brought 
into more familiar contact with Western Christendom. 
The general plot or framework of the story is simple and 
bricf. During the exciting period of Jesuit missions in the 
sixteenth century, a zealous padre, Don José de Scbina, arrives 
in the neighbourhood of Abama, and reaps the results of his 
missionary zeal in the conversion of a Japaucse gentleman 
of territorial wealth and influence, Sako Miyako, and his fair 
daughter, named Ama. Araki, the Daimio, or territorial Prince 
of Hakoni, in his annual visit to Yedo, arrives with his 
cavaleade of retainers at the village, and rests for some days 
in the hospitable mansion of Sako Miyako for the cure of 
a wound, Becoming enamoured of the only daughter of his 
host, and repulsed in his advances, he broods iu secret vexa- 
tion of soul over plaus of revenge, and avails himself of the 
recent penal laws against Christianity to work the ruin of the 
family, and thus to bring the Christian maiden under his 
power. Their narrow escape on ship board, their departure 
to a forcign land, the martyrdom of the padre, who remains 
behind, Araki’s suicide, according to the prescribed rules of the 
national “ Hara-kiru,” the subscquent retrieval of the family 
fortunes of Sako Miyako’s sons, aud the marriage of the Chris- 
tian heroine Ama to the Portuguese poet Camoins at Macao, in 
China, are among the successive steps of interesting events, 
which, if in some of the final stages somewhat improbable in 
themselves, serve nevertheless to conduct the reader to the 
denouement of this interesting and profitable talc. We had 
intended to mark a few passages for quotation, but our space 
permits us only to insert the following extract, which, 
beautiful in itself, is peculiarly touching as revealing the depth

Be it the mourner whose heart has wept over a bereave- 
ment that has left him desolate ; his sorrow may have long since passed 
away, time may have healed his wounda ; still, do they not sometimes bleed 
afresh when accident, or circumstance, recalls the memory of that silent 
hour when he gazed for the das¢ time on the beloved features, ‘*so fair, so 
calm, so softly sealed ” in death ? Yet death is not the only source of 
sorrow ; his is not the only hand that turns our hour-glass for the last time, 
Nay, some have met, and have parted, in full hopes of another, and perhaps 
a happier meeting, and so they closed that last interview, and being ignorant 
of the future, they were thus spared the indescribable heart-ache ; but 
has it not since been felt with ten-fold bitterness? for now, when all is 
past. words and looks, circumstances of little import in themselves, become 
replete with harrowing interest, when associated with the memory of that 
dust time, » 
The Dublin versity Magazine for April contains an 


articlo under the heading, “ Chiva Two Hundred Years Ago,” 
made up of extracts from a ponderous folio, entitled “ An 
Entassy from the Fast India Company to the Grand Tartar 
Cham, Eiperor of China,” with comments by the reviewer on 
the text, ‘I'hso comments are chicfly noticeable for ignoring the 
fact of the late destruction wrought on Nanking, the reviewer 
(p. 455) describing thestreets at the present moment as “ hand- 
some, well paved and clean, and lined by nice-looking shops 
and private houses.” In tho concluding remarks the reviewer 
says; “Let the Emperor be as well disposed as he may (is the 
writer aware of his youth), while the great body of the 
Mandarins continue corrupt in conscieuce and in practice, little 
improvement can be effected.” This is telling us very little. 
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However, the reviewer, to use his own language, “reckons upon 
change for the better,” though not by anything he can see, 
for he considers that “the influx of sea-faring people and their 
intercourse with the inhabitants of large cities, cannot tend to 
the improvement of either party.” si 

The Victoria Cross, an official chronicle of the deeds of 
personal valour achieved in presence of the enemy during the 
Crimean and Baltic campaigns, the Indian mutinies, and the 
Persia, China, and New Zealand wars, is a book (published by 
Messrs, O'Byrne) which fully carries out the professions it 
makes in its title, At the end of the work are the names 
of all the officers and men (alphabetically arranged) on whom 
the honour has been conferred, with a reference to the page 
in which the individual act of bravery is detailed. The book 
has been carefully compiled, and is beautifully printed on toned 


er. 
Poithe Times has at last noticed Mr. Micute’s Overland Route 
from Peking to Petersburg, and that too in a manner highly 
creditable to the author. We extract the following passage 
from the two columns which are occupied by the review :— 


‘An overland journey from Peking to St. Petersburg is such a very 
uncommon performance on the part of an Englishman that it is entitled to 
the special attention of his countrymen. It is not only that the way is 
long, and the hardships, if not the perils, of the way are numerous, but 
such elaborate preparations have to be made in the way of passports and 
introductions, of passports from the Celestial authori at Peking, and of 
introductions to Lamas and other Mongol dignitaries, that @ considerable 
time may be expected to elapse before this, which is the real “ overland 
route” from China, becomes sufficiently popular aith other Englishmen 
to induce many of them to imitate Mr. Michie’s example. There was a 
certain John Bell, of Antermony, who, in the reign of Peter the Great, 
travelled this route in the suite of a Russian Ambassador, and who has 
left a charming narrative of its incidents; and it was this narrative which 
inspired Mr. Michie with a longing desire to visit Siberia and other little 
Known regions on the way, and to give us such a continuous account of 
the whole journey between the capi and Russia as has not 
appeared in the English language for a century and a half. Huc and 
others have certainly imitated John Bell, but it is welcome, nevertheless, 
‘on such a little worn track, where #0 much has changed and is continually 
changing, to have the recent impressions of a sensible Euglishman on a 
route which a very few years ago would have been about as feasible as a 
journey from China to England by way of tle moon. 





























Tax Jaraness Troors.—A French paper states:— The Japanese 
troops are composed of two distinct elements. 1. Those maintained by 
the feudal lords, called Daimios, and destined for the defence of their 
domains. 2. The troops kept by the Taicoun, and constituting the Im- 

jal army, properly sovealled. ‘The number of Daimios who have troops 
in their service amounts to 200, keeping up an effective force of 370,000 
infantry and 40,000 cavalry, which form the Federal army, ‘and are placed 
‘st the orders of the Taicoun when the independence of the country is 
threatened. The Imperial army, kept up by the Taicoun himself, reaches 
the nominal figure of 100,000 infantry and 20,000 cavalry : but its actual 
force does not exceed half of t mount, The present Taicoun 
re-organised this force. Henceforth it will comprise 80,000 men, 
fantry, cavalry, artillery, and engineers. The infantry will be formed into 
Tegiments, mancuvring’ like the French soldiers and armed as they are, 
A certain number of Japanese officers and sub.officers have been in- 
structed by the French at Yokohama, and are to train their fellow-coun- 
trymen.”” 

THE Quinine PLANT IN ii 
“On the Cultivation of Quinine in Java and British India,” remarks: 
«« The plantation at Hakgalle, near Newera Ellia, in Ceylon, is 5,200 feet 
above the level of the sea, and is managed by Mr. McNicol, under the 
superintendence of Mr. G. H. R. Thwaites, director of the Botanic 
Garden, at Peradenia. At the end of 1863 this plantation contained 
22,050 ‘plants. As the quinine trees of Java, according to the present 
mode of cultivation in that island, must be ast thirty years old before 
they are fully eipable of yielding a good quality of bark, I very much 
doubt whether any capitalists would be found willing to employ their 
capital in that way for so long a period. The English system, on the 
other hand (as carried on in Ceylon), which admits of good interest on 
capital within four years at the most, and continues regularly progressing 
in that respect, is certainly one which prepares the way for the transfer, 
in the course of time, of the cultivation to private industry.”

Monetary and Conmercial. 

The demand for money at the Bank continues on a moderate 
scale, at the minimum rate of 4 per cent, for first-class paper 
but houses known to have been engaged with heavy liabilities 
on tea and cotton have had their paper refused for the first time. 
This feeling was much confirmed by the announcement on the 
20th of the failure of Buchanan, Hamilton, and Co., Glasgow, who 
are connected with Messrs, Hamilton, Gray, and Co., Singapore, 
and Mesers. Jarvie, Thorburn, and Co.,Shanghai. Their London 
agents, Messrs. Harvey, Brand, and Co. could, we hear, have seen 
them through had it been deemed desirable, but in the present 
condition of the market for East India and China produce it was 
next to impossible to fix the amount of loss or the time neces- 
sary to complete the affairs, We understand that Messrs. Ashton 
and Co, will protect the drafts of Messrs. Gilman and Co. The 
liabilities are stated to be about £700,000 or £800,000, and 
the assets about £600,000. It is, however, quite uncertain 
what dividend the estate will ultimately yield, In consequence 
of some comments on this failure, The Times had the following 
on the 24th inst. :— 

“A Glasgow paper, while characteristically attributing the failure of 
Messrs. Buchanan, Hamilton, and Co. to ‘the sudden and erratic move- 
ments of the issue department of the Bank of England,’ adds that ‘the 
Mathesons of London, in the same trade, are said to acknowledge having 
lost a million sterling from the same causes,’ So far asthe London public 
are concerned there can be little necessity to notice these statements, but 
for the rectification of Glasgow opinions it may be mentioned that the 
peculiar feature of the issue department of the Bank of England, under 
the Act of 1844, is that it is regulated in » manner so inexorably exact as 
to render any sudden or erratic movements impossible, while as regards the 
alleged loss of amillion sterling by Mesers. Matheson the report is utterly. 
untrue. Messrs. Matheson never purchase or deal in produce on their 
own account. Their business, as far as the China trade is concerned, is 
strictly that of agents, and as such it is well known they repre- 
sent Jardine, Matheson, and Co., of China, a firm coupsens of 
men whose wealth places their position beyond question. The 
Bank of England uniformly deals with money as traders deal 
all other commodities, by demanding the market rate, and this can 
involve no peril to any one; but an idle report that ‘it is said’ by some 
unnamed parties that a leading house has lost a million sterling might 
work extensive ruin. The classes who invent these announcements con- 
sist mostly of small speculators in shares, who from their position are so 
ignorant of the comparative standing of the mercantile establishments of 

e country that they only know even by hearsay a few of the most emi 
nent names, and use these for their purposes accordingly. Last autumn 
rumours of failures were daily circulated in the vicinity of the various 
Stock Exchanges with unexampled recklessness, but fortunately the firms 
selected were in nearly every instance of such stability that no person 
with respectable means of information was for « single instant in danger 
of being disquieted.”* 

At a meeting in London on the 26th of the creditors, a 
statement was presented, showing uncovered liabilities for 
£752,588, and assets for £632,068, An adjournment till the 
3rd of July was agreed to, in order to receive further accounts. 
from Singapore and China. Meanwhile the business is to be 
carried on under the inspection of Mr. George May, of Messra. 
May, Mathewson, and Co., of London, Mr. M. Connal, of the 
firm of W. Connal and Co. produce brokers, of Glasgow, and 
Mr. Anderson, the accountant, of Glasgow; and it was 
understood that the banks and other creditors in the United 
Kingdom will not send their bills abroad or take proceedings 
against the estate. Several creditors mentioned that if at the 
next meeting an offer of a composition be made, it would meet

The Bank of Hindustan will issue their report shortly, and 
hold their general meeting on the 15th May, It is expected 
that many of the absurd rumours which have been circulated 
lately as to the losses of this bank, and which have caused the 
fall in the price of the shares, will be dispelled, and that their 
profits will at least be fouad sufficient to cover the losses which 
have fallen to the lot of this bank, in common with all banks in 
the East India and China trade.

The Asiatic Banking Corporation havo issued their report to’ 
be presented on the 4th May. The net profits, after deducting 
all charges upon the current business, and providing for all bad 
and doubtful debts, amount to £70439. This sum, it is pro- 
posed, shall be distributed in the following manner :—A divi- 
dend at the rate of 15 per. cent. per annum ; a bonus of 10s.

I allude to those 
malpractices, winked at, if not openly permitted by the directors, by which 
dank officers are benefited at the expense of shareholders. To give afew 
instances. It is well known that all over Indi China the officers of 
chartered and other banks arein the habit of pocketing upon their pur- 
chases of sight drafts on London the rate of cachange granted to the 
public on siz months’ sight paper; in other words, they put the establish. 
Tents they serve to the loss of six months’ London discount 
on such transactions, amounting at present to about 24 per cent., but to 
anearly 5 per cent. when the Bank of England rate reaches 9 per cent. 
per anoum, asit did last year, I cannot see the justice of thus mulcting the 


proprietors, particularly as European Bank officers in the Eastare very hand- 
‘omely paid (in most cases ridiculously higher than their vervicesare worth), 














besides participating every few years in liberal bonuses allowed in no other 
profession. I understand the pretence is, that this privilege is permitted 
on family remittances only, but you must allow that such a licence is 
dangerous and eatily overstepped. Every day’s experience of mankind 
Proves that we are aterelly atie to err, and that, where self-interest is 
concerned, people are inclined to benefit themselves at th f 
others if they are made their own arbiters. om aewu 

Then, again, T have learnt that it isa commom Practice in some banks 
to allow their officers the six months’ deposit rate of interest on their 
current accoucts—a difference of about 4 per cent. per annum 
against the bank! Why such a rule should exist is just as unac- 
countable as the preceding one, and betrays great weakness, if not 
something more. Instead of bank officers drawing a higher rate of 
interest than that allowed to the public, I submit that they should not 
be permitted to keep accounts at all with the establishments the 
Both the Oriental and Chartered Mercantile Banke, it is well 
known, have lost large sums Feeanly through frauds committed upon them. 
by their ledger-keepers and slerks, by means of false entries made in their 
individual current deposit accounts. No greater door to fraud can be 
imagined than the permission to bank employés to keep auch accounts ; 
and the banks, therefore, that would probibit their officers of every grade 
from doing so will put themselves in a secure position and avoid a danger: 
ous and ill-guarded source of loss. 

The meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China took place on tho 12th. The net profit for the year 
amounts to £104,827, which is increased to £117,888 by the 
addition of £13,061 brought forward from tho previous twelve 
months.
